Gen. Bradley’s 1st Army already 
was putting to sea when it learned 
that Omaha Beach was not 
manned by German trainees, as it 
had been when the invasion was 
planned. Instead, Gen. Bradley 
was going up against some of the 
toughest troops of Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel. 

Despite formidable difficulties 
on the beachhead, the invasion 
succeeded. The port- of Cherbourg 
fell by the end of Jane, and the

Haig Moves 
To Improve 
Spanish Ties

■ MADRID—After meeting with 
King Juan Carlos 1, Prtanier Leo- 
poldo Cal vo Sotelo and other poli¬ 
ticians, Secretary of State Aloian- 
der M. Haig Jr. Thursday ended a 
one-day visit to Spain expressing 
ringing .praise and support for 
Spain's fragile democratic institu¬ 
tions. • 

and :at a^news Conference. Mr. 
Haig’s principal aim appeared to 
be to disabuse Spaniards of the im¬ 
pression that the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration was lukewarm in its de¬ 
fense of Spanish democracy after 
the Feb. 23 militazy coup attempt; 

This widespread impression 
grew from an off-the-cuff remark 
the secretary made to journalists in 
Washington, shortly after the par¬ 
liament in Madrid was seized, that 
what was occurring in Spain was 
an “internal matter.” 

Warm Congratulations 

Although the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration later sent warm congratula¬ 
tions to Juan Carlos and Mr. Cal- 
vo Sotelo, the Spanish press em¬ 
broidered the ‘Tntemal matter" 
co mmen t into a sign of indiffer¬ 
ence and, in some publications, 
proof that Washington knew of the 
coup befrae ii occurred. 

Mr. Haig also discussed on 
Thursday the terms for renegotiat¬ 
ing a treaty that gives the U.S. Air 
Force and Navy access to strategic 
bases in Spain, and the plans of 
the Cal vo Sotelo government to 
bring Spmn into the North Atlan¬ 
tic T^ty~Organization. 

But both Spanish and American 
officials acknowledged in private 
that the main aim of Mr. Haig's 
first visit to a West European 
country as secretary of state was to 
dear up the effects of a diplomatic 
gaffe.

Shuttle Set for Blast-Off

CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. —- Astronauts John W. Young and 
Navy CapL Robert L. Crippen inspected their space shuttle, the 
Columbia. Thursday, and a top official said everything was going 
very well for their laun chin g early Friday morning. 

The two pilots flew over their black and white space machine 
during two hours of emergency landing rehearsals in an executive 
jet modified to fly like the shuttle. Then the astronauts took some 
time off before getting a final series of briefings. 

“Things are going very well," said the associate space agency 
administrator, John Yardley, the head of the $9.6-biilion project 
to develop the world's first reusable space transport. 

Mr. Yardley said the weather was “fantastic" precisely 24 hours 
before blast-off time and forecasters predicted more of the same 
Friday. Weather had been the prime worry of the team because 
excellent conditions are required-

WARSAW — Communist Parts 
chief Stanislaw Kania and Solidar¬ 
ity union leader Lech Walesa 
heard criticism from angry work¬ 
ers in separate meetings in the Bal¬ 
tic port of Gdansk Thursday as 
parliament prepared to open a cru¬ 
cial session on Poland's problems. 

Some of the workers at the giant 
V.I. Lenin Shipyard in Gdansk 
told Mr. Kania that party leaders 
were “using their power to commit 
acts which split the party and the 
nation and permitted a dishonest 
enriching of oneself." Warsaw Ra¬ 
dio reported. 

“One should also stop the mer¬ 
ry-go-round in high party and gov¬ 
ernment posts." another worker 
was quoted as saying. “It is ioad- 
raissable to shove an inept com¬ 
rade from one post to another." 

Still another said Lhat past party 
election laws “led to a situation 
where members were elected who 
had no genuine support of the 
masses. The next congress must 
make changes to that effect, that 
the current phenomena will not be 
repeated. 

“There is growing lack of confi¬ 
dence in the decisions and the 
composition of the Politburo. We 
need to see the introduction of new 
comrades who would carry a new 
way, of thinking adequate to the 
complicated situation of the coun¬ 
try. 

Mr. Kania was shown on televi¬ 
sion. quietly taking notes at the 
meeting. His visit appeared to be 
in preparation for a Central Com¬ 
mittee session next week to discuss 
proposed electoral reforms and set 
a date for the Polish party con¬ 
gress. 

The state-con trolled press re¬ 
ported that Mr. Kama's predeces¬ 
sor. Edward Gierek. ana former 
Premier Piotr Jaroszewicz might be 
investigated to determine the ex¬ 
tent of their responsbility for Po¬ 
land's economic problems, includ-. 
mg a 523-billion debt to the West. 

Walesa Meeting 

In another section of Gdansk. 
Mr. Walesa met with his national 
coordinating commission to work 
on toughening an agreement 
reached with the government to 
caned a threatened genera] suike 
March 27, union sources said. 

The commission also adopted a 
resolution calling for the election 
of union leaders, all appointed 
since last summer. No date was set 
for the vote. 

However. Solidarity's No. 2 
Leader, Andrzej Gwiazda. sent an 
open letter to Mr. Walesa, criticiz¬ 
ing his leadership and demanding 
that he pledge to resign if demo¬ 
cratic principles are betrayed. 

“I will step down when the dem¬ 
ocratic values in which I have been 
creating this union are betrayed" 
he said. “I am expecting the same 
declaration from you. Lech.” 

Saying ihar there were indica¬ 
tions that democratic principles 
within Solidarity were dropping. 
Mr. Gwiazda added. “Even' shad¬ 
ow on our union is hurting the 
hearts of Poles.” 

During last week's Solidarity 
commission meeting, members 
criticized Mr. Walesa for his han¬ 
dling of talks with the government 


and subsequent suspension of the 
general strike call. 

Mr. Gwiazda termed Mr. Wale¬ 
sa's decision to suspend the strike 
without consulting with the nation 
commission ■'autocratic." 

One government official who 
requested anonymity, said Premier 
Wojciech Jaruzelski was expected 
to take a moderate line on Solidar¬ 
ity, Poland's big independent labor 
union, when he addresses parlia¬ 
ment Friday. 

The official said Mr. JaruzeLski 
would renew his vow to seek dia¬ 
logue with Solidarity, pledge to

Kania Seen Losing in Soviet War of Nerves

MOSCOW — The war of nerves 
over Poland is entering a new 
stage. Western analysts believe, 
and Stanislaw Kania, the leader of 
the Polish Communist Party, may 
not 'survive it. 

Already, according to Soviet 
and East European informants, the 
Kremlin has decided . to bypass 
him in attempting to curb the in¬ 
fluence of Solidarity, the inde¬ 
pendent trade union, and its more 
vocal political allies. 

At recent closed briefings for 
senior members of the party bu¬ 
reaucracy here, the word has been 
passed mat Mr. Kania, who has 
been in office for only seven 
months, has failed to take stern 
enough action. He has been de¬ 
scribed as a man who tells visitors 
what they want to bear and then 
acts in whatever way will cause 
him the least difficulty. 

In his speech Tuesday to the 
Czechoslovak party congress in 
Prague, the head of the Polish del¬ 
egation, Stefan OlszowskL studi¬ 
ously avoided mentioning Mr. Ka¬ 
ma’s name. So did Soviet President 
Leonid L Brezhnev in an earlier 
address. 

For the Moment 

Mr. Brezhnev expressed guarded 
confidence that “Polish Commu¬ 
nists" — not the government and 
not the present party leadership — 
would be able to end the country's 
crisis. 

“The Soviet Union has brought 
every kind of pressure to bear on 
Warsaw,” an authoritative source 


said. “That has ended for the 
moment, with Brezhnev’s speech 
and the end of the Warsaw Pact 
maneuvers. Moscow has put its 
message across. Now it will wait to 
see whether it has been heard." 

According to several sources, 
the Kremlin is looking to Gen. 
Wojciech Jaruzelski, the premier, 
to lake firm action —probably in¬ 
cluding the arrest of leading mem¬ 
bers of KOR. the dissident group,

and possibly including the imposi¬ 
tion of martial law. 

Geo. Jaruzelski is said to be ill. 
but reports to Western embassies 
suggest that his illness is in piart 
diplomatic. He is using a minor 
ailment, these reports say. as an 
excuse for staying out of the public 
eye while considering his position 
and his tactics. 

If Gen. Jaruzelski proves resis¬ 
tant to Moscow's prompting, the 
Kremlin is apparently prepared to 
replace both him and Mr. Kania, 
The candidates most often men¬ 
tioned are Mr. Olszewski as party 
leader and Tadeusz Grab ski as 
premier.

Reagan Shooting Raises Anew Questions 
Of Void in Military Command in a Crisis

WASHINGTON — The shoot¬ 
ing of President Reagan has 
prompted renewed discussions 
within the government over who 
should hare authority to order the 
use of nuclear weapons or direct 
other military action if a crisis aris¬ 
es while the president is disabled 
or cut off from defense communi¬ 
cations. 

The White House said that on 
Monday, March 30, the day the 
president was shot. Vice President 
Bash had automatically inherited 
"national command authorities" to 
act for the president in a "narrow 
•range" of contingencies, presuma¬ 
bly including nuclear war, while 
the president was under 
anesthesia. 


He suggested that it might 
violate the National Security Act 
to inject the vice president into the 
military chain of command before 
making him acting president under 
the 25th Amendment.

Reducing Ventilation 

Fresh air in plane cabins has 
been a subject of perennial com¬ 
plaint. Since the fuel crisis began, 
airlines have directed their pdots 
on the bigger jets — such as the 
DC-10, 747 and L-1011 — to shut 
down one of three ventilator 
packs. That could save each airline 
about S2 million a year. 

Airlines say that they get com¬ 
plaints about the cabin air, and 
that as long as the air is relatively 
safe and the passengers seem com¬ 
fortable. there is no reason not to 
conserve on “excess air” pumped 
into the cabin. 

Flight attendants’ associations. 


however, have reported far more 
complaints from their members 
about irritation and sickness 
caused by cabin air. They have 
negotiated with the airlines to as¬ 
sure that all the available ventila¬ 
tion be turned on when flight at¬ 
tendants request iL 

There are no specific federal reg¬ 
ulations on how much fresh air the 
passengers must be given. But 
there are specific FAA regulations 
for pilots, because 20 years ago pi¬ 
lots who had experienced eye. nose 
and throat irritation demanded a 
minimum level of fresh air. The 
federal agency says pilots must get 
10 cubic Teet a minute: airlines ac¬ 
tually supply 70 to 150 cubic feet a 
minute. 

Further Comparisons 

Although airlines and plane 
manufacturers differ on the 
amount of fresh air the passengers 
get. the average is probably 6 to 10 
cubic feet a minute, a less than 
one-tenth what the pilots geu and 
no more than the minimum re¬ 
quired for pilots. One airline has 
said it is attempting to reduce the 
fresh air per passenger to five cu¬ 
bic feet a minute. 

At four cubic feet a minute, pas¬ 
sengers and flight attendants could 
begin to experience the first symp¬ 
toms of suffocation, according to 
Boeing and Lockheed spokesmen. 
At least four cases of apparent ox¬ 
ygen deficiency among Flight at¬ 
tendants have been reported to an 
attendants' union and the federal 
aviation agency. But the cause is 
not entirely clear. 

“i find it just amazing," said an 
employee of the agency, “that the 
way airlines cut down on weight is 
by taking off life rafts and cutting 
down fresh air. Think of the things 
they don’t take off — the 250- 
pound liquor carts, for example. 
You can serve drinks without the 
carts.

He repeated his pledge to cut 
federal regulation of local school 
systems drastically as part of the 
Reagan administrations plan to 
replace categorical federal aid for 
specific school programs with 
block grants. 

He said that the details of the 
administration bill were not com¬ 
plete, but that he expected it to re¬ 
quire that federal money be spent 
on low-income and handicapped 
students, without the current elab¬ 
orate federal rules. 

He also said be preferred focal 
school systems to set their own 
standards rather than having state 
requirements, because often the 
state requirements have been too 
low. 

State rules are better than noth¬ 
ing. he said, “but there ought to be 
something that stretches the capa¬ 
bilities of all the students, not just 
a low minimum.” He suggested 
that sane questions require essays, 
not just multiple-choice answers. 

“The important thing is fa eve¬ 
ry board to have sane no-non¬ 
sense standards," he said, “and fa 
everybody to know what they are."

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A Clear Signal From NATO 


The extraordinary statement Wednesday 
by NATO's Nuclear Planning Group was an 
object lesson in what linkage is all about. 
Two of the highest priorities on the Soviet 
foreign policy agenda at the moment are con¬ 
taining the threat to Soviet dominion in Po¬ 
land and blocking the installation of a nucle¬ 
ar missile force to counter the Soviet missiles 
targeted on Western Europe. By making ne¬ 
gotiations on these theater nuclear forces 
conditional on Soviet behavior in Poland. 
NATO has put Moscow on notice that the 
West will not be divided on this issue and 
that the cost of invading Poland, at least in 
this area, is now a Foregone conclusion. It 
does not mean that the Soviet Union will not 
invade if it should calculate that the Commu¬ 
nist Party has losj control in Poland or is 
becoming so liberal that its actions constitute 
de facto defection from the Soviet bloc. It 
simply means that the West is united and 
. serious in its opposition to Soviet interven¬ 
tion. Theater nuclear talks are important po¬ 
litically to several European governments 
and willingness to make this link age in ad¬ 
vance of any Soviet action, even though it is 
not absolutely explicit, will be understood in 
• Moscow. 

The NATO ministers also formally reject¬ 
ed Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev’s at¬ 
tempt to divide the United States from its 
European allies by proposing a moratorium 
on deployment of thearer nuclear weapons. 
‘ The Soviet advantage in this field is expand¬ 
ing rapidly. NATO's latest figure for SS-20 
miss iles, each carrying three warheads is 220. 
That is in addition to 380 single-warhead SS- 
4s and SS-5s. The first comparable Western 
missiles are due to be deployed in 1983. It is 
obvious that any moratorium now would 
simply lock the Soviet advantage into place. 
Here, too, it was worth stating the obvious 


clearly: No matter what the exigencies of 
politics, NATO will not be fragmented on an 
issue as fundamental as the Soviet nuclear 
threat in Europe. 

The ministers also emphasized that “"Po¬ 
land should be free to decide her own fu¬ 
ture." That statement was echoed by a State 
Department spokesman in Washington, who 
said, “There is no justification whatsoever 
for Soviet or Warsaw Pact political or mili¬ 
tary pressure on Poland." Taken together, 
these declarations are a ringing rejection of 
the Brezhnev doctrine, which posits the right 
of intervention to defend socialist solidarity. 
The clarity of language is welcome. There are 
still differences of opinion between the Unit¬ 
ed States and its Western European allies 
about how to deal with the Soviet Union on a 
whole range of issues — there probably al¬ 
ways will be — but it is good to see them 
expressing their consensus unambiguously 
and leaving the differences to private consul¬ 
tation. 


The NATO stat-ment on the Polish situa¬ 
tion also said that “any Soviet military inter¬ 
vention would .. - have profound implica¬ 
tions for all aspects of East-West relations.” 
The unspoken word, of course, was detente. 
What's left of it would be dead, at least for 
some time to come. But the NATO allies 
benefit in varying degrees from detente. It 
would be useful, therefore, as a further dis¬ 
play of seriousness, for the chief European 
beneficiaries to spell out just what they 
would be willing to give up in terms of trade, 
say, if the Soviet Union did invade Poland. 
The United States, which Jias the least at 
stake in detente, could offer something else 
— a reinstitution of the military draft, for 
example. 
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To the Last Lebanese 


Lebanon’s unremitting agony conveys what 
Virgil meant by the tears of tilings. Left to 
themselves, the Moslem majority and Chris¬ 
tian minority might long ago have ended a 
ruinous conflict and begun to rebuild a shat¬ 
tered republic. Bui every peacemaking effort 
has been thwarted by outsiders —- Syrians, 
Israelis and Palestinians. Lebanon's soil has 
been borrowed in a battle between armies 
whose foreign patrons seem ready to fight to 
the last Lebanese. 

In the current round, as Secretary of State 
Alexander M. Haig Jr. asserts, the Syrians 
are dearly and murderously to blame — the 
more so because their armies entered Leba¬ 
non in 1976 purportedly to keep the peace. 
Syria’s defense is that Phaiangist Christian 
mili tia groups were courting reprisals by 
building up a Christian outpost ip Zahle. in 
eastern Lebanon. Even if true, this does not 
excuse wanton bombardment causing hun¬ 
dreds of civilian casualties. 

Afterlight days, Syria seems to have yield¬ 
ed to pleas for a cease-fire. But if this truce 
proves no more durable than previous ones, 
the siege of Zahle could well lead to renewal 
of a pitiless civil war. And that could yet lead 
to the dismemberment of Lebanon, with the 
Moslem areas absorbed by Syria and the 
Christian endaves becoming an Israeli pro¬ 


tectorate. 

In Lebanon, no one is blameless. The siege 
of Zahle was preceded by a burst of indis¬ 
criminate shelling on the southern border. 
The victims were United Nations peacekeep¬ 
ing troops; two were killed and 11 wounded. 
The attackers were Christian militia forces 
led by Maj. Saad Haddad, a freebooter pa¬ 
tronized by Israel. What provoked him was 
the deployment of Lebanese soldiers along¬ 


side the UN unit. To him, that was an in¬ 
tolerable assertion of Lebanese sovereignty. 

Predictably, the UN Security Council took 
nim against Maj. Haddad, an easy and culpa¬ 
ble target with the United States joining in a 
statement that also censured Israel. Syria is a 
harder target; the council’s judgpient on the 
bombardment of Zahle will test its claims to 
evenhandedness. To Israel, those claims have 
seemed specious; there is always a majority 
ready to condemn Israel’s raids on Palestine 
Liberation Organization camps in Lebanon 
but never the violence that provoked them. 

Still, however much Americans may sym¬ 
pathize with Israeli grievances, it does not 
follow that Israeli security will be enhanced 
by partitioning Lebanon into a Syrian fisf- 
dom and a separatist Christian state allying 
the reckless Maj. Haddad with the Phaiangist 
Christians in central and northern Lebanon. 

Such partitioning would divide Lebanon’s 
Christians as surely as it would drive Leba¬ 
nese Moslems toward the Palestinian guerril¬ 
las. Prime Minister Menachem Begin denies 
that Israel has any such design, but his gov¬ 
ernment's open partnership with Haddad has 
■already narrowed Israel’s choices should Syr¬ 
ian intervention widen. 

It has been U.S. policy to sustain the terri¬ 
torial integrity of Lebanon. That policy re¬ 
mains valid; the alternative of dismember¬ 
ment is worse. Let Washington press for a 
genuine cease-fire, a stiffened UN presence 
and the withdrawal of Syrian forces. Howev¬ 
er difficult, the goal should be to shore up a 
battered central authority and to contain the 
private armies and their foreign sponsors. 
Enough Lebanese have already died in a bru¬ 
tal and undeclared proxy war. 
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Worth of a Korean Promise 


The Reagan a dmini stration correctly insists 
that its low-key human rights policy should 
be judged by its fruits. They have ripened in 
South Korea, and the taste is bitter. 

Last October, President Chun Doo Hwan 
proclaimed a new constitution that, on pa¬ 
per, improved on the repressive Yushin char¬ 
ter devised by his slain predecessor. Park 
Chung Hee. The new guarantees have now 
been put to the test in a parliamentary elec¬ 
tion — and they proved to be paper indeed.

Fifty Years Ago 

April 10,1931 

AIKEN, S.C. —Nicholas Longworth, 61, speaker 
of the House of Representatives, and one or the 
last surviving politicians of ibe “mauve decade 
of the days of Richard Harding Davis and Edith 
Wharton, died here this morning, with his wife. 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth, at his bedside. The 
speaker, who had been in Congress since 1903, 
was known nationally as a good fellow and the 
prince of after-dinner speakers. His famous ro¬ 
mance with “Princess Alice," Presided Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt’s favorite daughter, culminated 
in their wedding in 1907.

TOKYO — For the first time, the Jap¬ 
anese are seriously debating some of the 
fundamental tenets of their post-Worid 
War II defense doctrine. 

Among the subjects being discussed 
are revision of the constitution imposed 
by the United States in 1947 that in the- 
ory forbids armed forces, development- 
of nuclear weapons, a huge increase in 
aims -spending and conscription for 
what is now a volunteer defense force. 

The government of Premier Zenko 
Suzuki has not yet taken dramatic or sig¬ 
nificant steps. Bm mounting U.S. pres¬ 
sure for ao inu eased Japanese military 
effort, especially after the Soviet inter¬ 
vention in Af ghanistan makes defense 
potentially the most. important topic 
when Mr. Suzuki visits President 
Reagan on May 7-8, according to Takeo 
Fukuda, a former Japanese premier who 
recently visited the United States. 

Japan, with no strategic, force of its 
own, relies almost entirely on the United 
States for defense. 


Bui the military debate, which until 
recently was confined to such topics as 
arms exports, gradual rearmament in 
partnership with the United Slates and 
cautious studies of regional forces de¬ 
ployment, has made a leap forward. A 
seeming weakening of U.S. forces in the 
area after ships of the 7th Reel were 
sent to the Indian Ocean, reinforcement 
of the Soviet Far Eastern Fleet and U.S. 
requests for help since early 1980 all 
contributed to the change in atmos¬ 
phere. 

Mr. Fukuda returned last weekend 
from a three-week visit to the United 
States, where he met Mr. Reagan and 
Secretary of State Alexander M. Haig Jr. 

Conservative Chorus 

A full account of these talks was not 
available here, but Mr. Fukuda. a leader 
of a group within the governing Liberal 
Democratic Party that favors increased 
defense spending, told reporters in 
Honolulu on his way home that “the 
Japanese defense buildup will be the 
principal issue in the s ummi t and Mr. 


Suzuki will not be able to get away with 
explaining the efforts Japan is making as 
bound by constitutional limits.” 

“A campaign by conservative forces 
in politics and business to strengthen the 
nation's defense capabilities is gradually 
gaining momentum,” wrote Hiroshi 
Iraazu in the spring issue of the maga¬ 
zine Japan Quarterly.

The article of the charter that some 
Japanese want to revise reads: “Aspiring 
sincerely to an international peace based 
on justice and order, the Japanese peo¬ 
ple. forever, renounce war as a sovereign 
right of the nation, or the threat or use 
of force, as a means of settling disputes 
with other nations. 

“For the above purpose, land, sea and 
air forces, as well as other war potential, 
will never be maintained. The right of 
belligerency of the state will not be rec¬ 
ognized.” 

Justice Minister Seisuke Okuno advo¬ 


cated revision of the text last year, but 
Mr. Suzuki disavowed him. 

Two-thirds or the 419 Liberal Demo¬ 
cratic members of parliament, the Diet, 
are said to favor revision of the constitu¬ 
tion. Despite this, a Cabinet member 
-aid. a change is unlikely soon since the 
opposition can muster enough votes to 
block the two-thirds majority that a con¬ 
stitutional change must have. 

Power Is the Essence 

But the debate on the issue appears, 
important, and it has had some surpris¬ 
ing turns. Last summer, lkutaro Shim¬ 
izu, a leader in the powerful peace move¬ 
ment in Japan two decades ago. 
switched sides to advocate Japanese pos¬ 
session of nuclear weapons. “Japan itself 
is no longer a state." he wrote, as long as 
possession of destructive military power 
is denied to iL Such power is the essence 
of the state, he said in a magazine arti¬ 
cle. 

Gen. Goro Takeda, chairman of the 
Joint Staff Council, said in February 
that Japan should raise spending from 


under 1 percent to 3 percent of the gross 
national product. 

The proposal would raise the defense 
budget, which was over S12 billion in the 
1981 fiscal year, to more than 536 bil¬ 
lion. Gen. Takeda. who has now retired 
from the armed forces, also said he op¬ 
posed a government interpretation that 
conscription would flout the constitu¬ 
tion. 

The pertinence of his remark was ap¬ 
parent last week when the Defense 
Agotcy said it planned to propose con¬ 
scription of commercial airline pilots, 
seamen, truck drivers and other quali¬ 
fied civilians in times of emergency. 

The proposal stemmed from a study 
of the response to be made in an emer¬ 
gency — the basic contingency is a Sovi¬ 
et attack, planners have said — that was 
undertaken after Gen. Hiroomi Kurisu 
said three years ago that the armed 
forces alone could decide immediate ac¬ 
tion in an emergency.

Bora in Missouri 

Gen. Bradley was born in Clark, 
Mo., Feb. 12, 1893. He bad a 
grandfather on each side in the 
Gvil War. The name Omar, which 
he pronounced Oh-mer, was taken 
from the local newspaper editor. 
Nelson came from the family doc¬ 
tor. 

Gen. Bradley was administrator 
of Veterans Affairs from 1945 to 
1947, when he relinquished that 
post to become Array chief of staff 
and, in 1951. the first chairman of 
the joint chiefs. 

He was later chairman of the 
militaiy committee for the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. He 
continued to serve as V.S. repre¬ 
sentative with the'NATO military 
group until his retirement. 

He married Mary Elizabeth 
Quayle in 1916, who died of 
leukemia in 1966. Their daughter, 
Elizabeth Bradley Beukema Dor¬ 
sey, lives in Washington. In 1967, 
Gen. Bradley, then 73. married 
Esther Dora Bidder, 44. a Holly¬ 
wood writer who was working on a 
screenplay of his life.

But Dr. John Mackay said Tues¬ 
day that be examined 10 persons 
involved in the accident at Laurie- 
ton, about 250 miles (400 kilome¬ 
ters) north of Sydney, and each 
showed classic symptoms of radia¬ 
tion poisoning — including weak¬ 
ness, weight loss and nausea.

Those showing (he symptoms in¬ 
clude four reporters, two highway 
department workers, two police¬ 
men and the parents of one of the 
reporters. Dr. Mackay said that 
one policeman was seriously ill 
and that the parents of the report¬ 
er may have been contaminated 
when they washed the clothing she 
wore the day she covered the acci¬ 
dent 

Dr. Mackay said that Laurie- 
ton's 8,000 residents could be in 
danger if the radioactive material 
leaked into the town’s water sup¬ 
ply. But the director of the New 
South Wales Health Commission 
said that radioactive poisoning 
from the accident was not possible.

'Le Grand Macabre' Is Splashy Success

tiofl that "totally transformed” his own libretto. 

Yet it is the production, staged by the 28-year-old 
Daniel Mesguich in richly decorative and elaborate 
sets and costumes of Bernard Dayde. that is mainly 
responsible for giving the embattled Opera a splashy 
success instead of the anticipated scendcde. There 
were a few naked ladies and some scatological lan¬ 
guage. to be sure, but nobody seemed much put off. 

The work, commissioned and first performed in 
1978 by the Royal Opera of Stockholm, was freely 
adapted by Ligeti from Michel de Ghelderode's “La 
BaJade du Grand Macabre." a farcical dance of death 
itself inspired by the elder Bruegel’s vision or helL 
'The Triumph of Death." Briefly, it involves a pro¬ 
nouncement of the end of the world, but Death (the 
Grand Macabre of the title) falls down on the job 
after getting drunk on wine, thinking it is blood, and 
the world goes spinning on in its boozy way. 

- But instead of placing the action in Ghelderode's, 
and Ligeti’s, mythical Bruegel-land. Mesguich bos 
moved it to what seems to be Opera-land, made ex¬ 
plicit in Dayde’s set by a trio of collapsing prosceni¬ 
um arches, modeled after the Opera's own. 

A series of interpolated operatic death scenes are 
mimed in the background (Butterfly. Lulu). The pas¬ 
sionate young couple become parodies of the world 


of Baroque opera (their names transformed from 
Miranda and Armando to Clitoris and Spermando). 
The Death figure. Nekrotzar, tries unsuccessfully to 
overthrow the conductor. At the end. a scale model of 
the Palais Gamier goes up in flames. Perhaps the 
message is death to the Opera, long live opera. 

Three silent characters turn out to be the Marx 
Brothers in this rerun, and reference to a spider 
brings the comic strip character Spider Man dangling 
from the flies. Venus floats down too, recumbent on 
an immense, misshapen chandelier and escorted by 
six undressed ladies in waiting. 

The original libretto appears, at least on paper, to 
have a coherent narrative thread connecting its ab¬ 
surd happenings. The Mesguich staging, although 
minutely organized and with many of the characters 
doubled and tripled by silent replicas, is almost unde¬ 
cipherable. But if the composer does not object, why 
should anyone else? 

There is plenty to engage the ear. Much of the mu¬ 
sic is characteristic Ligeti, with an idiosyncratic use 
of instruments and some idiosyncratic instruments 
(klaxons, mouth organs), shifting blocks of collage- 
like sound, and striking orchestration. Musical irony 
appears at the start, with a klaxon fanfare as a distor¬ 
tion of a Monteverdi toccata, and sunDax deliberately 
mangled musical references appearing throughout. 

But there was ample opportunity for real singing, 
especially for the lascivious young lovers (Eliane Lub¬ 
lin and Renee Auphan), the Wagnerian ranting of 
Nekrotzar (Peter Gottlieb, in heroic form) and the 
dreadful wife of the court astrologer (Hdia THezan, 
a kind of super-Frick a). The rest of the large cast was

Bartok: A Triple Bill of Stage Works

L ONDON — Allegories of man- 
woman relationships are the 
only linking theme between Bar- 
lok's three stage works, given as a 
triple bill for the first time in Lon¬ 
don to celebrate his centenary 
year. The two ballets and one op¬ 
era are a joint presentation of the 
English National Opera and the 
London Festival Ballet at the Coli¬ 
seum, where they make a lengthy 
program, more musically demand¬ 
ing then theatrically cogent. 

Only the ballet. “The Wooden 
Prince," is wholly new in staging. 
The folksy moralistic fable that 
true love is deeper than wealth and 
status has been transformed into 
an Oriental mime-drama by the 
choreographer, Geoffrey Cauley. 
with the aid of eye-catching de¬ 
signs by Philip Prowse. it is an in¬ 
genious approach to a tricky sub¬ 
ject, but the movement ideas are 
exhausted before the music is, de¬ 
spite a suitably baleful presiding 
fairy by Patricia Ruanne, and 
some characterful dancing by 
Matz Skoog and Frederic Jahn- 
Wemer as the prince and his pup¬ 
pet counterpart. 

Bartok truly set almost insoluble 


problems for his choreographers, 
both in die detail of his story lines 
and the music sustaining them. 
“The Miraculous Mandarin" has 
been a perennial challenge in this 
respect, as the musical structure 
threatens to abort choreographic 
skill at the most crucial moment: 
the confrontation of the decoy 
prostitute and the mysterious man¬ 
darin who defies all thuggery until 
she voluntarily surrenders to his 
embrace.

P ARIS — A famous man is i 

and embarrassing imitators. He has 


stered by sycophants 
as a dog has fleas 

and usually tolerates them with canine patience. 

Ibsen, irascible by nature, found them unbearable and hoped to 
cast them out by writing a satire on the lunatic fringe of lbsenites 
in "The Wild Duck." now revived at the Theatre de ia Vnje. 

His war on false values in “The Pillars of Society," “A Doll's 
House" and “Ghosts” brought him amries of cranks of every hue. 
Harking to his call they were determined to stamp out the deadly 
lies, of life. Gregers Wole, the protagonist of “The Wild Duck." is 
a savage caricature of their 3k, the weD-intentioncd and devastat¬ 
ing reformer. 

He enters the Ekdal household filled with zeal for uplift. He 
informs the husband that his wife was formerly the mistress of the 
elder Werle and implies that their daughter is not Hkdal's child. 
Once they adjust to the light of truth be brings they he thinks 
theywill lie happy. He talks to the daughter of thejoys of sacrifice 
and tells her she must kill her cherished pet, a wounded duck kept 
in the attic playroom, to regain the affection of Ekdal, who resents 
her on learning she is not his offspring. The girl, despairing over 
the gossip about her mother, shoots herself. Werle's good-doing 
has created chaos and tragedy. 

Staging Ibsen is a delicate art. Time was when it had its special¬ 
ists. The Berliner, Otto Brahm, was a celebrated Ibsen director as 
was the Swede Per Lindberg and in the United States there was 
Harrison Grey Fiske who introduced “Rosmersholm" and “Hed- 
da Ga bier” with his wife as their star. 

Lucian Pintilie. the Romanian regisseur in charge at the Theatre 
de la Ville, has gathered a fairish ensemble. There is Nelly Bor- 
geaud as the distressed wife, Claire FayoOe as the doomed daugh¬ 
ter, Marcel Bozonnei as the mischief-making intruder, Roland 
Benin os the diriJlnsioned Ekdal, Michel Robin as the to tiering 
former hunter,'Alexandre Rignault as Werle senior, Veronique 
Silver as his flirtatious hostess and Maurice Barrier as the district 
doctor who recognizes the torchbearer of truth as a dangerous 
fraud. In large measure the play, magnificent in its construction, 
plays itself and the company performs its major scenes effectively, 
though Pintflie’s directum occasionally allows the action to lag 
and has introduced some ridiculous business — as in the conclud¬ 
ing sequence in which the irate doctor gives the reformer a violent 
shaking. 

Pintilie’s attention has strayed from a dear realization of the 
text to pictorial production values. He has a mammoth decor 
more suited to Hollywood spectacle. Thus the elder Werle resides 
in what resembles Versailles’ Hall of Mirrors, a mansion of glass 
and gold, while the Impoverished Ekdal family have a parlor spa¬ 
cious enough to entertain the King of Norway at a grand recep¬ 
tion. The cramped garret, the habitat of the wild duck, is beyond 
the reach of the audience’s vision and the actors must take peri¬ 
lous alpine climbs above the stage frame, to reach it

Profits, Earnings Off

VWs big subsidiary in Brazil’

Defended by Aide

WASHINGTON — W illiam 
Baxter, head of the U.S. Justice 
Department’s antitrust, division, 
said Thursday that he does not in¬ 
tend to drop the government’s six- 
year-old antitrust suit against 
American Telephone & Telegraph, 
the trial of which began in January 
in Washington. 

Mr. Baxter said the Justice De¬ 
partment will seriously consider 
objections to the suit raised by De¬ 
fense Secretary Caspar W. Weii> 
berger in a recent letter. But he 
said the Pentagon’s concerns about 
the defense implications of the ef¬ 
fort to break up the utility could 
be reconciled with ”±6 legitimate 
objectives” of the suit.

He 
said the Defense Department’s 
concerns would be considered 
when the Justice Department asks 
the court to restructure AT&T.

Shell $30 million for the embargo- 
breaking cargo of ofl, but Shell 
sued Lloyds for the full value.

Carlton was replaced by a 
pinch-hitter in the eighth, when the 
Phillies tied the score. 1-1. It was 
an effective, if difficult day for 
him. He gave up nine hits and four 
walks, and made three wild 
pitches. But he held the Reds 
scoreless, except in the third, when 
Dave Collins reached first on an 
infield single, moved to second on 
a ground out, and scored on a dou¬ 
ble by Dave Concepcion. 

The problem for the Phillies was 
that, because of Sea ver. it seemed 
for a long lime as if one run might 
be enough for the Reds. “That was 
one of. the better games I've seen 
him pitch in the last two years.” 
said Dallas Green, the Philadel¬ 
phia manager. 

Seaver. who talked about retir¬ 
ing at one point last season when 
tendonitis in his right shoulder 


forced him onto the disabled list, 
held the Phillies to one run and six 
hits in eight innings. 

Last season he had the fewest 
starts (26). innings pitched (168) 
and victories ( 10 ) in his career, and 
his earned-run average of 3.64 was 
never higher. “It was the first time 
1 couldn’t do what I wanted to 
do.” he said. “Today I could do 
what I wanted to do.” 


His first pitch, to Pete Rose who 
played here with the Reds for 16 
seasons, went back through the 
middle for a single. Quickly, there 
was a question to answer about 
Johnny Bench's arm.

Smith scored on Manny Trillo’s 
line single up the middle to tie the 
score. 1 - 1 . 

The Phillies went ahead in the 
ninth against Tom Hume. An error 
by Concepcion put Garry Maddox 
on first. A sacrifice buni by Larry 
Bowa moved the runner to second, 
and Maddox scored on a single by 
Keith Moreland. 

Short Lead 

But the lead lasted two pitches. 
Collins hit the first, thrown by 
Sparky Lyle, down the right-field 
line for a bloop double. Ken Grif¬ 
fey bounced the second into center 
to tie the score. 

Lyle was replaced by Ron Reed. 
Griffey stole second and wem to 
third as Moreland's throw skipped 
into center.

Ga^ and rein¬ 
jures that clavicle. 

Former New York Mayor John 
V. Lindsay, dodging a dog in the 
street, tumbles off his bicycle and 
suffers the same injury as Carter. 

Doing Time 

A co-worker at the office. Kart 
Gudc. taking up skiing for the first 
time, decides he has had enough of 
the beginner's slope and tackles an 
intermediate hill. He takes a down- 
mi spill, breaks a knee and now is 
doing time in a cast from ankle to 
thigh. 

All these victims of recreational 
sports will heal, or already have, as 
will millions of others who suffer 
fractures and/or strained ligament 
and tissue damage in any leisure 
sport you can name from roller 
dealing to running, sledding to 
sandlot basebalL 

“We estimate that between 17 
million and 20 million persons are 
bun each year in leisure-time ac¬ 
tivity,'’ said Dr. James A. Nicho¬ 
las, an orthopedist leader in sports 
medicine and research. “And these 
do not include vehicular acci¬ 
dents.” 

Nicholas is founder and director 
of the Institute for Sports Medi¬ 
cine and Athletic Trauma at Lenox 
Hill Hospital here. 

Upswing 

And with fitness contagion, the 
number of injuries will grow. “To¬ 
day,** said Nicholas, “we have 
more injuries associated with rec¬ 
reational play than ever before. 
This is due to many factors includ¬ 
ing a greater population, more rec¬ 
reational time, more affluence, ear¬ 
ly retirement and the injudicious 
attempt to play sports to augment 
health when nsk factors are not 
protected against.” 

Injuries cut across all age and 
economic groups and both sexes,

Specialty centers, 
such as Lenox Hill and the New 
York Hospital for Special Surgery, 
are springing up around the Unit¬ 
ed States, many of them affiliated 


with teaching hospitals. Specialists

for Sports Medicine. 

2 began looking into the field 
when I was an outpatient of Dr. 
John Lyden at the Hospital for 
Special Surgery. 1 had a fractured 
humerus (household spill, not 
sports related.) that kept me in a 
sling and handaged collarbone to 
waistline for six weeks, followed 
by supervised therapy to get im- 
mobolized muscles going again.

tcur and professional sports boom. 

You might ask, is all the so- 
called fitness explosion worth the 
price we pay in injury? Every spe¬ 
cialist with whom I have talked 
said emphatically. “Yes." 

“The accent on fitness may be 
causing more aches and pains than 
sitting around the house with 
aches and pains, but it is making 
the participants a healthier lot.” 
said Dr. Jack Hughston of the 
Hughston Orthopedic Clinic in 
Columbus. Ga. Hughston is also 
editor of the bimonthly American 
Journal of Sports Medicine. 

“You ask if fitness is worth it" 
said Nicholas. “Heart disease is 
down, cardiovascular cases arc 
down, the morbidity rate is down, 
hypertension is down . . . 

•life Seems Easier' 

“The rewards are greater than 
the risks.” said Warren, a high 
school and college athlete who 
jo|S. plays rugby and tennis. 
“You're in better condition in eve¬ 
ry way. Life seems easier if you're 
fit.” 

Even so. there are enough inju¬ 
ries — and sometimes deaths — to 
have physicians recommending 
caution in use of equipment ana 
being sure that you are physically 
conditioned. 

The National Safety Council 
said the biggest increase in acci¬ 
dents requiring hospitalization was 
in roller-skating, noting one sports 
revivaL There were 93,000 injuries 
in 1978. and 135,000 in 1979, the 
latest year for which a count is 
available. 

It termed bicycling the most 
dangerous — 1,100 deaths last 
year, and 60.000 injuries. 

Skiing accounted for 107,000 in¬ 
juries, ice-skating 34,400. sledding 
22.500. tobogganing 7,600. And 
watch out for snowmobiles: The 
coundl reported 100 snowmobile 
deaths for the 1979-80 season, plus 
19,000 injuries requiring hospital¬ 
ization. 

Scuba diving figured in 100 
deaths, sky diving accounted for 
44, boating 1.321. hunting 600 to 
800, and 2.600 deaths came from 
swimming accidents, not all of 
them drownings. 

Football basketball, baseball 
around schools and the sandlois 
accounted for 300,000 to 400.000 
injuries. 

The council had no statistics on 
tennis injuries, such as tennis el¬ 
bow, nor for jogging, but “there 
are a lot of uarcported sprains and 
the like:” said Peggy Brock, of the 
council's recreation division. 

No Quitters. Please 

Bui whether it's a skinned shin, 
a broken clavicle (orthopedists call 
this one a common injury fairly 
easy to treat) or fear of any other 
injury, don't quit your fitness 
course. 

“Train, don't strain. Use. but 
don't abuse.” Those are among the 
cliches fitness experts spout said 
Dr. Robert Larson, of Eugene. 
Ore_ which he said calls itself the 
jogging capital of the world. 

“We're a big track city." said 
Larson, who skis, golfs and jogs 
and has among his professional 
duties overseeing athletes at two 
universities — Oregon and Oregon 
State. 

Eugene also produced Alberto 
Salazar, who set the fastest time in 


last fall’s New York Marathon. 
“Realistically, eveiyone can’t run 
the marathon,” smd Dr. Barton 
Nisonson of the Lenox Hill center. 
“But fitness should know no age 
limits.” 

Hughston figured the most 
“dangerous” age probably is up 
through high school “when young¬ 
sters normally want to be active 
and athletically involved. 

“But a considerable number of 
youngsters are not coordinated, 
not physically adapted to recre¬ 
ation. Generally they’re weeded 
out by competition by the end of 
high school." 

Some basic rules compiled from 
talks with orthopedists: 

• Condition yourself before 
going gung ho on any sport. Said 
Dr. William G. Clancy of the Llni- 
versiry of Wisconsin. “There are 
lots of books on the market now. 
Pick up one. Develop flexibility. 
Never overdo. You can’t set guide¬ 
lines specifically because each in¬ 
dividual is different." 

• For the older person. Huglis- 

ton emphasized stretching and 
limbering up before more active 
participation. “Your professional 
athletes do. And you can adapt 
these conditions to home and/or 
office.” s 

• Whatever sport you take up 
or resume, prepare to participate 
on a steady basis, not as a weekend 
athlete. Participate at least four or 
five times a week. 

• Anyone over 40 wbo wants to 
get into a conditioning, then an ac¬ 
tive program, should have a check 
with his or her regular physician. A 
cardiac condition could develop by 
overloading the circulatory system 
too fast. 

• Don't overuse the body. “We 
see a lot of running injuries where 
it’s been a case of too much, too 
soon, too fast — overuse of tissue, 
stresses for which the body is not 
geared." said Warren. “When run¬ 
ning. the entire weight of the body 
Tails on one knee then the other: 
the knee joint is one of the most 
intricate of all in the body ” 

• There is no sport considered 
“perfect." but doctors frequently 
mentioned walking, bicycling and 
swimming as among the best. Ni¬ 
cholas said the degenerative bofle 
disease osteoporosis often can be 
helped by walking and swimming. 

• Whatever, don't just sit there. 
Get out and do. limited only by 
your capability and with a physi¬ 
cian’s advice.

Erroneous Assumption

Bakshi’s opinion of the 
“Rings" score? He squinted and 


squeezed his nostrils. Obviously 
a stinker. 

“I don’t want to blow my own 
horn because Tm not a brag¬ 
gart," Bakshi said “But I dan t 
often get the credit I should get. 

He’s right- Bakshi’s adventur¬ 
ous a nd innovative films helped 
the feature-length cartoon grow' 
up in the 1970s. Unlike tradition¬ 
al cartoon features, Bakshi’s are 
aimed primarily at adults. 

Balrshi was a comic-book ad¬ 
dict while growing up in Brook¬ 
lyn. in high school he became 
fascinated with animation. He 
worked at the Paul Terry studio, 
which did Tenytoons, and at the 
Par amoun t cartOOn StadiO befOlU 
going independent. He raised the 
money to finance “Fritz the 
Cat,” a ammsh hit feature-length 
X-rated cartoon that launched 
his career.

“My work has evolved" Bak¬ 
shi said “At first I was using ani¬ 
mals, like Fritz, and using slap¬ 
stick even' when I was trying to 
get across a serious m e ssage. 
Then I went heavily into fantasy 


on my last picture, ‘Lord of The 
Rings.’ Now, with ‘American 
Pop,’ Tm heavily into reality ” 

“American Pop,” he said, is bis 
most adventurous film: “It's-an 
epic story. Animated features 
don't cover several generations 
and r h >m g e characters. Other 
f ilms introduce characters and- 
stidc with them all -the way 
through- la Top’ 8* a 
actor for a short period and lei 
him go and pick uo someone dse. 
The characters are lifelike and 
the script [by Ronni Kern] was 
like a script for a feature with 
live actors. •
